In a race againstthe clock, the team from South Todd Elementary School hurried 
at the environmental cleanup site Saturday to gather dirty birds, clean them, discard 
the waste and move the birds to a sanctuary. 


I t was the regional RCX Robotics 
Challenge at Todd County Central 
High School. Using LEGO NXT 
robots, 13 teams in elementary, mid¬ 
dle and high school divisions creat¬ 
ed robots to complete tasks in an oil 
spill scenario. 

“We made a program to take the 
birds and move them,” said John 
Davis, 11, a member of the South 
Todd Elementary School team. “We 
stuck with our plan and tried to do 
other things, but our spider arm 


broke so we lost four points.” 

The teams were required to create 
a robot to move LEGO birds from the 
center of a table to another portion 
of a table. They then had to remove 
black tips from the ends of the birds, 
which represented removing oil. 
Using the robot, they then had to 
move the black tips to a portion of 
the table labeled “waste facility.” 
Then the robot moved the birds to 
the other end of the table, avoiding 
obstacles, to the point labeled “bird 


sanctuary” For every second attempt 
or mistake, points were deducted and 
all tasks were required to be com¬ 
pleted in 2 minutes and 30 seconds. 

“It’s hard because we use a pro¬ 
gram and we have to figure out how 
many rotations the wheels have to 
make,” said Pedro Gonzalez, 11, a 
team captain. “But making the 
robot wasn’t as hard. We made some 
changes but that part was easy.”

An Elkton man was killed in a shooting Saturday 
night that involved officers from the Kentucky State 
Police and the Todd County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Just after 11 p.m., KSP and Todd 
County officers responded to a domes¬ 
tic disturbance call at a Collier Springs 
Road residence. 

Upon officers’ arrival, Jeffrey An¬ 
derson, 27, walked onto the front porch 
armed with a shotgun and a handgun, 
according to a KSP news release. He 
fired shots at the officers, who imme- Anderson 
diately returned fire and shot Ander¬ 
son, the release said. 

Anderson was transported by ambulance to Jennie 
Stuart Medical Center where he died.

You 
should have reassured 
your granddaughter 
calmly without resorting 
to a childlike promise 
that you won’t celebrate 
your own birthday, for 
goodness’ sake. 

This merely reinforces 
her fears that birthdays 
are somehow dangerous 
and to be avoided. 

If this comes up again, 
assume the role of the 
wise granny Hold the 
girl close and say, 

“There, there — every¬ 
thing is fine. I’m not 
going anywhere anytime 
soon.”

Beshear announces additional counties 
receiving federal funding for storm damage

FRANKFORT — Gov. Steve Beshear received no¬ 
tification Friday that President Barack Obama has 
authorized assistance for residents of nine more 
Kentucky counties that suffered significant dam¬ 
age as a result of Friday’s tornadoes and severe 
storms. 

The President’s action makes federal funding 
available to affected individuals in the counties of 
Campbell, Carroll, Grant, Bath, Montgomery, 
Rowan, Martin, Magoffin and Wolfe. This brings 
the total number of counties receiving federal aid 
to 16. 

On Tuesday, Johnson, Kenton, Laurel, Lawrence, 


Menifee, Morgan, and Pendleton counties were au¬ 
thorized for individual assistance. 

“We are very pleased that FEMA has authorized 
funding quickly for these additional storm-ravaged 
counties,” Beshear said in a statement released by 
his office. “I am grateful that our request has been 
granted, and I expect FEMA to approve funds very 
soon for the additional counties we have submitted 
to them.” 

Beshear declared a statewide emergency the 
evening of March 2, as storms were still rolling 
across the Commonwealth. He asked President 
Obama for an expedited declaration on Sunday

MAC chair Mark Stevens said the group was able 
to talk with congressmen about the Base Realign¬ 
ment and Closure (BRAC) project.

If hearing loss goes untreated, a condition called “auditory 
deprivation” occurs, this has been confirmed by scientific studies. 
Seniors with hearing loss are significantly more likely to develop 
dementia over time than those who retain their hearing, a study by Johns 
Hopkins and National Institute on Aging researchers suggests. The 
findings, the researchers say, could lead to new ways to combat 
dementia, a condition that affects millions of people worldwide. 
Although the reason for the link between the two 
conditions is unknown, the investigators suggest that a common 
pathology may underlie both or that the strain of decoding sounds over 
the years may overwhelm the brains of people with hearing loss, leaving 
them more vulnerable to dementia. They also speculate that hearing loss 
could lead to dementia by making individuals more socially isolated, a 
known risk factor for dementia and other cognitive disorders. 

But there’s good news! Whatever the cause, the scientists report, 
their finding may offer a starting point for interventions even as simple as 
hearing aids - that could delay or prevent dementia by improving 
patients’ hearing.

Money is close to unlimited for 
high grade coins.

This week starting Tuesday and 
continuing through Friday. The Amer¬ 
ican Rare Collectibles Association 
will be purchasing all types of silver 
and gold coins direct fi:om the public.

Then the quality or grade will be 
determined.

The coins worth is determined by the 
rarity and the grade. Old silver dollars 
are worth a great premium right now. 
Even well worn and heavily circu¬ 
lated ones are bringing good pre¬ 
mium. Franklin and Kennedy halves, 
Washington quarters. Mercury and 
Roosevelt dimes are all worth many 
times their face value. While older 
types like bust, seated, liberties and 
barber coins are worth even more. 
Gold coins are really worth a lot right 
now. This country did not start mint¬ 
ing coins until 1792. Before that 
trade was conducted using gold 
dust and nuggets. The government 
opened the first mints and began 
distributmg the coins in 1792. By the 
beginning of the 19th century coins 


and paper currency were widespread 
and our monetary system was here to 
stay. In 1933 Roosevelt required all 
banking institutions to turn in all gold 
coins. Once all banks turned in this 
gold, the President raised the gold 
standardfi*om $20 per ounce to $33. 
This was his way of stimulating the 
economy during the great depres¬ 
sion. However, gold coins were never 
redistributed after the recall. Not 
all gold coins were turned in. Many 
people chose to keep their gold. 

These gold coins are sought after by 
collectors today and bring many times 
the face value. There are also some 
key dates which command premium 
prices. Other types of coins will also 
be purchased including foreign coins, 
Indian head cents, 2 cent pieces, half 
dimes, 3 cent pieces, buffalo nickels, 
1940s nickels, V nickels, gold foreign 
coins, to name a few.

No officers were injured in the inci¬ 
dent. Troopers Jeff Ayres and Ben Cox 
were placed on paid administrative 
leave following the shooting pursuant to 
KSP policy. 

KSP is conducting an investigation 
into the incident. An autopsy of Ander¬ 
son was performed Sunday at the Ken¬ 
tucky Medical Examiner’s Office in 
Louisville. 

Autopsy results were not available at 


press time. Trooper Stu Recke, public af¬ 
fairs officer for KSP, said autopsies are 
standard procedure in death investiga¬ 
tions. 

Shortly before the incident, an update 
on Anderson’s Facebook page talked 
about him abusing alcohol and taking 
prescription drugs and another post 
apologized to all his friends. 

Other Facebook updates throughout 
last week indicate he was struggling to 
cope with a possible divorce.

A challenge in the com¬ 
petition is the students 
don’t control the robots as 
they move. Instead they 
preprogram the robot, 
which requires them to 
determine how far the 
robot must travel, how 
they are to pivot, when to 
gather the birds and how 
to return back to their 
base. Despite the diffi¬ 
culty, the South Todd Ele¬ 
mentary School group, 
which had two three-man 
teams, mostly comprised 
of fifth-graders said they 
enjoyed the challenge. 

“I like to play with 
LEGOs,” said Pedro, who 
wants to be an astrophysi¬ 
cist.

Shelly Gammon, who 
teaches fifth grade at South 
Todd Elementary School, 
also serves as the teacher 
for the student technology 
leadership program at the 
school. 

“Since I teach fifth grade,

I’m 
completely open to them 
teaching me as I am teach¬ 
ing them. They’re going to 
end up teaching us anyway, 
so I might as weU learn now. 
They’re bright students 
who love a good challenge 
and they’re good leaders.” 

After a practice round, 
the teams competed 
against the clock for the 
best score in two rounds. 
There were seven teams 
competing in the elemen¬ 
tary school division, four 


in the middle school and 
two in the high school divi¬ 
sion. After the two rounds, 
one of the South Todd Ele¬ 
mentary School teams 
found themselves in a tie 
and playoff round. 

“Even though it’s calm, 
it’s intense,” said Adam 
Perry, 10, a member of the 
South Todd Elementary 
School group. 

In the end, both South 
Todd Elementary School 
teams won first place and 
runner-up. Those ranks 
earned them the opportu¬ 
nity to compete in the state 
competition March 23 in 
Lexington.

Big money 
influences 
anti-meth 
legislation 

Each legislative session, there’s an issue 
that reinforces the most cynical observations 
about the relationship between money and 
public policy Last year it was a bill that per¬ 
mitted optometrists to perform some laser 
surgeries previously performed only by oph¬ 
thalmologists. 

Despite abundant testimony about the med¬ 
ical dangers, the bill sailed through both 
houses in less than two weeks, buoyed by 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in cam¬ 
paign contributions by optometrists and 
their PACS. 

This year, a contender for the legislation- 
most-affected-by-huge-spending award is 
anything having to do with restricting access 
to pseudoephedrine, a decongestant that is 
both one of the most commonly used treat¬ 
ments for colds and allergies and a key ingre¬ 
dient in methamphetamine. 

The Consumer Healthcare Products Asso¬ 
ciation, which represents companies that 
make over-the-counter medicines with pseu¬ 
doephedrine, reported lobbying expenses of 
$194,957.76 in January — five times that of 
any other lobbying group. 

The association would have us believe this 
was all spent to assure that cold and allergy 
sufferers have ready access to relief from 
their symptoms. 

But Lt. Todd Dalton, a Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice supervisor in the drug enforcement divi¬ 
sion, sees it differently ‘T think their biggest 
customers are the methers.” 

State police figure that it costs an average 
of $2,300 to clean up each toxic meth location. 
In Kentucky, last year 1,187 locations were re¬ 
ported. That comes to $2,730,100 before the 
costs of courts and jails or of social services 
for the children who are too often found in 
homes that have become meth labs. 

Meth makers often pay “smurfers” to buy 
pseudoephedrine for them. Bills in Kentucky 
and elsewhere to limit access to the drug aim 
to cut out smurfing. 

Law enforcement officers like Dalton sup¬ 
ported Sen. Robert Stivers’, D-Manchester, 
bill this session to require a prescription for 
any product containing pseudoephedrine. 

Stivers ultimately withdrew that bill in 
face of weU-funded opposition and offered in¬ 
stead a proposal to limit the amount that can 
be purchased without a prescription to 3.6 
grams a month — enough for about 15 full 
days of treatment, or 15 grams a year. 

Even the industry agrees those amounts 
would cover about 85 percent of purchasers. 

Perhaps this biU, which would allow adults 
to buy more pseudoephedrine than the vast 
majority of them will ever need is better 
than nothing. But it will keep smurfers em¬ 
ployed, protect sales for the industry and as¬ 
sure that cynicism about the General 
Assembly remains unchallenged.

How about a ‘GED ’for college? 


C ould millions of coUege dropouts 
get a second chance through a 
GED-style equivalent of a college 
diploma? In today’s age of blue-collar 
blues and online education, the idea 
of coUege-equivalency exams doesn’t 
sound so outlandish anymore. 

These are the new realities: The 
high school diploma is not the gate¬ 
way to the middle class that it used 
to be. Amid new corporate efficien¬ 
cies and the migra¬ 
tion of high-paying 
low-skiUed jobs over¬ 
seas since the 1950s, 
growing numbers of 
college graduates are 
occupying jobs like 
postal worker or 
restaurant manager 
that used to be filled 
by high school grads. 

The result is new 
pressures on blue- 
collar families and 
the class tensions voiced by presi¬ 
dential candidate Rick Santorum 
with his recent verbal jab (“What a 
snob!”) at President Barack Obama’s 
push for more college attendance. In 
fact, Obama, like Santorum, has 
been a major cheerleader for com¬ 
munity colleges and trade schools. 
He did not say college was some¬ 
thing everyone should do; rather, he 
said it is an “economic imperative” 
that “every family in America 
should be able to afford.” 

Yet, give Santorum his due. He 
touched on a reality that deserves 
more public discussion: College 
isn’t for everyone. Some very bright 
students thrive better while learn¬ 
ing a hands-on trade, for example, 
than they do in a classroom. Others 
simply can’t afford the time or tu¬ 
ition of college. 

As a result, the percentage of col¬ 
lege graduates who come from house¬ 
holds in the bottom fourth of income 
earners — as 1 did — has declined to 
only 7.2 percent from 12 percent in 
1970, according to Ohio University 
economics Prof Richard Vedder, who 
also is director of the Washington, 
D.C.-based Center for CoUege Afford- 
abUity and Productivity 
Santorum’s remarks moved me to 
call Prof. Vedder, whom 1 have 
known since he tried to put some 
economics knowledge into my nog¬ 
gin when 1 was one of his students. 

Author of the 2004 book “Going 
Broke by Degree: Why College Costs 
Too Much,” Vedder sees a discon¬ 
nect between the cost of college and 
the needs of the job market. He has 
found as many as one out of three 
college graduates today to be in jobs 


that historicaUy were fiUed by peo¬ 
ple with lesser education. “These 
are jobs that do not require higher- 
level learning skiUs, critical think¬ 
ing skiUs, or writing skiUs or 
anything of that nature,” he said in 
a telephone interview. 

At the same time, we see cheaper 
alternatives to college like online 
education growing to the point 
where we see Internet Age stories 
like online student Kayla Heard. 

The Union, Wash., 16-year-old grad¬ 
uated last year from Washington 
State University with a 3.7 average 
in social sciences without ever step¬ 
ping on campus, except to pick up 
her diploma. 

Let’s go a step further, says Ved¬ 
der. “As college costs rise,” he said, 
“people are asking: Aren’t there 
cheaper ways of certifying compe¬ 
tence and skiUs to employers?” 

People typicaUy believe there are 
no good substitutes for coUege. But 
if a prospective employee can cer¬ 
tify to potential employers that he 
or she is as bright, knowledgeable, 
good at communicating and eager to 
learn as a better-than-average col¬ 
lege graduate, they can present 
themselves as a bargain — wiUing 
to accept wages that are higher than 
normal high-school-graduate stan¬ 
dards, but low compared to most col¬ 
lege graduate salaries. 

Vedder is encouraged by recent 
agreements between the Education 
Testing Service (ETS), which oper¬ 
ates the famed SAT test for the Col¬ 
lege Board, and the Council on Aid 
to Education (CAE) to provide com¬ 
petency test materials to students 
online through StraighterLine, an 
online education firm. The chal¬ 
lenge is to persuade coUege accredi¬ 
tation organizations and the 
business community that coUegiate 
certification can be as reliable as 
the 70-year-old GED, which certifies 
high school equivalencies. 

There are challenges, of course. 
College-level testing would have to 
be more than a multiple-choice list. 
It would have to be a fair judge of 
critical thinking, among other fac¬ 
tors, and it would have to pass 
muster regarding suspected racial 
or gender bias. But these chaUenges 
are not unbeatable. At a time when 
economic success is increasingly de¬ 
fined by educational achievement 
beyond high school, future genera¬ 
tions need as many alternatives as 
we can offer.

It isn’t about 
birth control 

I ntroducing her husband on Super Tues¬ 
day night, Ann Romney said women 
this election season are interested in 
jobs, the economy and the debt. 

Translation: So could we shut up al¬ 
ready about contraception? 

Republicans might wish nothing more 
than to stuff birth control pills back into 
the bottle, but Democrats aren’t about to 
let them. The narrative already has a title: 
“The Republican War on Women.” Cue 
theme from “Psycho.” 

One can hardly blame Democrats for 
taking advantage of a perfect storm of 
stupefying proportions. The only thing 
Republicans failed to do was put a bow on 
this mess. Consider the headline-grabbing 
events that came together almost at once: 

Virginia’s pre-abortion sonogram law 
that could have included a transvaginal 
probe; the religious liberty versus con¬ 
traception mandate prompted by health 
care reform; Rush Limbaugh’s commen¬ 
tary about a female law student in which 
he called her a slut, a prostitute and, in a 
final flourish, suggested she provide him 
sex tapes so he could watch her in the ac¬ 
tivities precipitating the need for birth 
control. 

Individually, these anecdotes would 
have been problematic, but combined 
they’ve had the effect on women voters of 
a Tyrannosaurus rex approaching a Gal- 
limimus herd. (Picture the stampede 
scene in “Jurassic Park.”) 

War has been declared, 
and there’s hardly any 
way to change the impres¬ 
sion among a growing per¬ 
centage of women that the 
GOP is the party of 
knuckle-dragging Nean¬ 
derthals. It’s a smart move 
for Democrats to keep re¬ 
playing the message, but is 
it fair — and is it true? 

What say we relax the 
rhetoric and see what san¬ 
ity lies beneath? 

Not to tempt the gods of non sequitur, 
and contrary to what the White House in¬ 
sists, Rush Limbaugh is not the leader of 
the GOP. Even so, he does have a large au¬ 
dience and it is disconcerting that so 
many seem to share his obvious hostility 
toward women. Several of his cohorts in 
discourtesy are snorting and grunting in 
my inbox even now. 

One who wrote in defense of Limbaugh 
informed me of my place in God’s hierar¬ 
chy, slightly above goats, and gave me a tu¬ 
torial about why women have been 
saddled with the monthly inconvenience 
and painful childbirth — for tempting 
men to do evil and failing to recognize 
their roles as “helpmeets” for men. 

“Pagan women like yourself,” he pa¬ 
tiently averred, “have no regard for the 
natural order of God’s plan and shame¬ 
lessly promulgate the ‘we are goddesses’ 
bile that has infected the entire country 
and pretty much stopped it in its tracks 
from incurring God’s blessing.” I’m leav¬ 
ing out the best parts. 

You don’t have to read many such let¬ 
ters to think that maybe Democrats have 
a point. Yet it is false to imagine that any 
objection to abortion is necessarily anti¬ 
woman. It may feel that way to women 
seeking an abortion. And it may look that 
way when those pushing anti-abortion 
measures are men whose experience in 
such matters is biologically irrelevant. As 
feminist Flo Kennedy once said, “If men 
could get pregnant, abortion would be a 
sacrament.” 

But Republicans are waging war on 
women only if you believe that the moral¬ 
ity of abortion should never be ques¬ 
tioned, or if you believe the federal 
government can order people to pay for 
something that violates their conscience. 
These issues are not so simple, nor are Re¬ 
publicans simpletons for trying to protect 
the unborn or challenging what they view 
as government overreach, 
j Unfortunately, the conservative govern- 
j ing principles that traditionally attracted 
! level heads to the right side of the aisle 
1 have been incrementally subsumed by so- 
I cial issues — a bull’s-eye for Democrats 
I and a black eye for Republicans. Inas- 
i much as women are the ones who most 
j urgently require access to family plan- 
j ning, any opposition can be conflated to 
j be anti-woman. Hence, Ann Romney’s 
! well-placed remarks. 

; She is right, of course, but the problem 
i she was implicitly trying to address is not 
j short-term. The GOP long ago made its 
j bed with social conservatives, a large per- 
i centage of them Southern evangelicals, 

! and now must sleep with them. After mar- 
j riage, of course. In Laurens County, S.C., 

I where the local GOP recently tried to cre- 
. ate a purity tribunal to screen and moni- 
I tor aspiring Republican candidates, this 
is more than a punch line. 

I Although the state party ruled the 
' county initiative inconsistent with state 
j lavs^ the Laurens mindset burbles just be- 
i neath the surface of the once-Grand Old 
Party.

No drug user ever 
starts out deliberately 
planning to ruin his or 
her life; they think 
they’ll be the exception, 
and that they’ll be able 
to stop at any time. 

Sadly, they’re only de¬ 


ceiving themselves. 

They are like the man in 
the Bible who said, “I 
will be safe, even though 
1 persist in going my 
own way.” But the Bible 
adds, “This will bring 
disaster” (Deuteronomy 
29:19). 

I hope many will pause 
as they read your letter 
and pray for you and 
your husband, for you 
need God’s help. And 
that’s why I urge you to 
turn to Jesus Christ and 
ask Him to come into 
your life. God loves you 
and wants to help you. 
And He will, as you ask 
Him to guide you and 
give you wisdom con¬ 
cerning the steps you 
need to take to help your 
husband.

WASHINGTON (AP)- 
U.S. officials were scram¬ 
bling Sunday to contain 
the damage caused when 
an American soldier in 
Afghanistan wandered off 
base and allegedly gunned 
down more than a dozen 
villagers. 

President Barack 
Obama and Defense Secre¬ 
tary Leon Panetta both 
called Afghan President 
Hamid Karzai to express 
their condolences and 
vowed to hold those re¬ 
sponsible accountable. 
Afghan officials reported 
that 16 people were killed 
including nine children 
and three women. 

"This incident is tragic 
and shocking, and does 
not represent the excep¬ 
tional character of our 
military and the respect 
that the United States has 
for the people of 
Afghanistan," Obama said 
in a statement released by 
the White House. 

Caitlin Hayden, a 
spokeswoman for the 
White House National Se¬ 
curity Council, said 
Obama called Karzai 
shortly after meeting Sun¬ 
day afternoon with his top 
national security advisers.

Push to end Syria crisis 
stalls as U.N.'s Annan 
fails to stop violence 

BEIRUT (AP) ~ An inter- 
national push to end 
Syria's conflict stalled 
Sunday as U.N. envoy Kofi 
Annan left Damascus 
without a cease-fire and 
President Bashar Assad's 
forces pounded opposition 
areas and clashed with 
rebels throughout the 
country. 

Western and Arab pow¬ 
ers are struggling for ways 
to stem the bloodshed in 
the year-old conflict while 
both the regime and the 
opposition reject dialogue. 


Former U.N. Secretary 
General Kofi Annan ap¬ 
peared to make little 
progress during two visits 
with Assad during his 
first trip to Syria as the 
joint U.N.-Arab League 
envoy. 

Annan was seeking an 
immediate cease-fire to 
allow for humanitarian 
aid and the start of a dia¬ 
logue between all parties 
on a political solution. 
After meeting with Assad 
on Sunday, Annan said he 
had presented steps to 
ease the crisis, but gave no 
details. 

"Once it's agreed, it will 
help launch the process 
and help end the crisis on 
the ground," he told re¬ 
porters. He called for "re¬ 
forms that will create a 
strong foundation for a 
democratic Syria - a 
peaceful, stable, pluralis¬ 
tic and prosperous society, 
based on the rule of law 
and respect for human 
rights." 

But he said a cease-fire 
must come first. 

If health law survives, 
it will take nearly a 
decade to put into effect 

WASHINGTON (AP) - It 
took only a year to set up 
Medicare. But if President 
Barack Obama's health 
care law survives 
Supreme Court scrutiny, it 
will be nearly a decade be¬ 
fore all its major pieces 
are in place. 

And that means even if 
Obama is re-elected, he 
won't be in office to over¬ 
see completion of his sig¬ 
nature domestic policy 
accomplishment, assum¬ 
ing Republicans don't suc¬ 
ceed in repealing it. 

The law's carefully or¬ 
chestrated phase-in is evi¬ 
dence of what's at stake in 
the Supreme Court delib¬ 
erations that start March 
26. 

The Affordable Care Act 
gradually reorganizes 
one-sixth of the U.S. econ¬ 
omy to cover most of the 
nation's 50 million unin¬ 
sured, while simultane¬ 
ously trying to restrain 


costs and prevent disrup¬ 
tions to the majority al¬ 
ready with coverage. 

Despite the political 
rhetoric about what "Oba- 
macare" is doing to the na¬ 
tion, only a fraction of the 
law is in effect. 

Brazil's consumer class 
flocks to US for bargains, 
reviving economies 

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) - 
The overstuffed bags fill¬ 
ing Fernando Mello's lug¬ 
gage cart wobbled 
precariously as the gym 
owner made his way home 
one morning through 
Rio's international air¬ 
port. Navigating the ter¬ 
minal, Mello was part of a 
horde of other Brazilian 
travelers returning with 
loot found in the strip 
malls and discount outlets 
of southern Florida. 

Mello's girlfriend's 
freshly purchased Michael 
Kors handbag in gold 
lame sat atop four bulging 
suitcases like a shining 
crown - a testament to the 
newfound consumer 
power of Brazilian travel¬ 
ers, who now spend more 
per capita than any other 
visitors to the U.S. 

in fact, Brazilians are 
spending so much that 
flights with Brazil's top 
airline TAM originating 
in the U.S. have had to 
carry more fuel to accom¬ 
modate the dramatically 
overweight baggage. 

"We left with nothing, 
just a piece of hand lug¬ 
gage," said the 30-year-old 
Mello. "We go to the U.S. 
once a year, stay in great 
hotels, have a fantastic 
holiday and shop till we 
drop and it's still cheaper 
than shopping in Brazil. 
It's a no-brainer." 

According to the latest 
statistics, Brazilians spent 
$5.9 billion in the U.S. in 
2010 in a tsunami of cash 
that's shifting American 
immigration practices 
and boosting economies in 
hard-hit parts of the U.S. 
that remain in the dol¬ 
drums.

Top-seeded Wddcats must 
regroup after SEC title loss

LEXINGTON, Ky — Top-ranked Kentucky 
drew the No. 1 overall seed in the NCAA 
tournament on Sunday despite a surprising 
loss in the SEC tournament championship. 

The Wildcats (32-2) don’t know who they’ll 
face next. 

That will be decided when a pair of 16 
seeds - Mississippi Valley State and Western 
Kentucky - duke it out in Dayton, Ohio as 
part of the four first-round games. 

For now, Kentucky is focusing on itself 
after Sunday’s surprising setback in New Or¬ 
leans, which hosted the Southeastern Con¬ 
ference tournament and the site of this 
year’s Final Four. 

Freshmen Anthony Davis, Michael Kidd- 
Gilchrist and the rest of John Calipari’s tal¬ 
ented squad squandered a seven-point lead 
late in a 71-64 loss to Vanderbilt earlier Sunday 

The South regional is fraught with tough op¬ 
ponents from the Wildcats’ past and present. 

Kentucky, which locked up its 11th No. 1 seed 
in its history, wiU head 75 miles west to 
LouisviUe to start its NCAA tournament 
against either an in-state school in the HiUtop- 
pers or Mississippi Valley State, led by former 
Kentucky player Sean Woods, on Thursday 


If the Wildcats get past that first game as 
expected, either Iowa State or defending na¬ 
tional champion Connecticut awaits them. 

The other teams in the regional in order of 
seeding are Duke, Baylor, Indiana, Wichita 
State, UNLV Notre Dame, Iowa State, Connecti¬ 
cut, Xavier, Colorado, VCU, New Mexico State, 
South Dakota State, Lehigh and the two 16s. 

The Hoosiers were the only 
team to beat Kentucky before 
Sunday Also potentially haunt- 
ingthe Wildcats in their bracket 
is the 20th anniversary of The 
Shot by Christian Laettner that 
lifted the Blue Devils over the 
Wildcats in overtime of the 1992 
East Regional finals. Woods’ 
basket in ‘92 gave the Wildcats a 
one-point lead with 2.1 seconds 
left that set up the epic finale. 

None of Calipari’s third straight No. 1 re¬ 
cruiting class had been born when that game 
was played and this Kentucky group is a fa¬ 
vorite to make a run at a trip to the national 
title game though they lost Sunday in the 
SEC championship to Vanderbilt. 

“It’ll get us more focused now. Now we 
know how it feels to lose. We didn’t lose in a

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No. 1 Kentucky upset 
by Vandy in SEC final

NEW ORLEANS — John Calipari 
said from the time he arrived in the Big 
Easy that he didn’t like conference 
tournaments. 

After top-ranked Kentucky endured 
three tough games in as many days with 
no league title to show 
for it, his opinion was¬ 
n’t bound to change 
any time soon. 

‘T wish this would 
have happened yesterday 
so we got home a day ear¬ 
ner,” Cadpari said Sun¬ 
day after the Wddcats 
collapsed late in a 71-64 
loss to Vanderbdt in the 
Southeastern Confer¬ 
ence tournament final. 

The Wildcats (32-2) 
won two of their three 
games in New Orleans 
but never led any by 
more than single digits 
and trailed in the sec¬ 
ond half of all three. 

Stid, they were on the 
cusp of extending their 
winning streak to 25 
games when Anthony 
Davis’ free throw gave 
them a 62-55 lead with 
5:23 left. Then Kentucky 
suddenly started settling for jump shots, 
taking nine ft*om that point and missing ad 
of them, including five ft*om 3-point range. 

“We just went ice cold. There was 
like a lid on the basket. Nothing was 
falling for us,” said freshman point 
guard Marquis Teague, who went 
scoreless on O-for-7 shooting. “It was 
wide open shots that we normally 
make. So it was surprising us that we 


were missing. Some days it’s like that.” 

Jeffery Taylor scored 18 points, John 
Jenkins added 17 and Vanderbdt rallied 
with a 16-2 run over the final 5 minutes 
to end the Wildcats’ winning streak that 
lasted more than three months. 

“Their 24 game winning streak. Their 
name on the front of their jersey does¬ 
n’t matter to us,” Vanderbilt’s Lance 
Goulbourne said. 
“Whoever was in our 
way, we were going to 
play as hard as we 
could to try to win that 
championship.” 

Festus Ezell had 17 
points for Vanderbdt (24- 
10), which was playing 
in its first SEC tourna¬ 
ment final since 1951, 
the year of its only other 
championship. The 
Commodores pushed 
ahead in the final min¬ 
utes with a few timely 
shots, but mostly with 
suffocating defense. 

Darius Mider scored 
16 points in a surprise 
start for Kentucky whde 
Terrence Jones and 
Davis both added 12. 
Davis had 10 rebounds 
and three blocked shots, 
but he got into some rare 
early foul trouble that 
limited his effectiveness. 

Kentucky missed its last 14 field goals 
in all, not hitting one over the final 8:04. 
The Wddcats shot just 35.9 percent from 
the field (23 of 64). 

“Maybe now everybody realizes we’re not 
invincible,” Cadparisaid. “We’re hke every¬ 
body else out there. We’re going to have to 
execute, play hard and with some aggres¬ 
siveness and intensity or we wid get beat.”

Couponing field exercise a lesson in planning 


M onday morning 1 woke up with a 
mission at the front of my mind. It 
was the day 1 would be joining Lisa 
Burke, my couponing instructor, and put¬ 
ting what 1 learned last week in my meet¬ 
ing with her into action. 

In my last meeting, Lisa talked to me 
about gathering coupons, stockpiling 
foods and the importance 
of planning ahead. When 
I met with Lisa at Aldi on 
Monday, it quickly be¬ 
came apparent that I’d al¬ 
ready forgotten some of 
the basics. 

“Do you have your meal 
plan or grocery list?” Lisa 
asked me. Completely em¬ 
barrassed I shook my 
head. I hadn’t planned 
ahead at all. What’s 
worse, I picked up a maga¬ 
zine solely because it had a menu plan 
for an entire month - and 1 hadn’t even 
cracked the cover. 

Undaunted, we pushed on. Lisa had 
groceries to buy regardless of my lack of 
preparedness. 1 tried to keep up. 

We made our way up and down the 
aisle, Lisa pointing out good deals. 
“You’ll start picking it up once you’ve 
done this a few times,” she told me. She 
also explained how the pricing system 
worked at Aldi — which any worker at 
the store will explain to you 1 discovered. 

1 picked up zucchini, thin green beans, 
two types of mushrooms, tomatoes, 
spinach and a host of other produce. 1 
also found a package of tilapia (a per¬ 
sonal favorite) and some salmon. 1 nerv¬ 
ously watched as my cart began to fill 
and trusted in Lisa’s advice. 

After about an hour we arrived at the 
checkout counter, where 1 discovered I 
hadn’t yet reached the limit of my lack 
of preparation.

To save money shoppers should try to combine 
coupons with stockpiling to maximize savings. 

“1 completely forgot to bring my bags 
with me,” I said sheepishly to Lisa, who 
had made a point last week to remind me 
that Aldi charges extra for bags. 

As the woman behind the checkout 
counter rang up my purchases I felt my 
stomach tighten. I was elated to find 1 
purchased 25 items for $38 (rounding up). 
The items rolled around in the back¬ 


seat as 1 drove home. Tuesday 1 would be 
joining Lisa at Kroger for part two of our 
field exercise. 

That night 1 cooked a few meals in ad¬ 
vance and learned how to keep vegeta¬ 
bles frozen. 1 also completed my 
homework of menu preparing, took an 
inventory of what food items 1 already 
had, made a list of items 1 would need 
and organized my binder of coupons. 1 
arrived Tuesday ready to tackle the gro¬ 
cery store better than 1 had Monday. 

The goal of the second shopping trip 
was to begin stockpiling items 1 would 
need in the long run — mostly meats. As 
1 made my way through the aisles, 1 
found, like my previous trip, that some 
items are stiU more expensive with a 
coupon than a similar item without a 
coupon. 1 took my time looking over 
items, evaluating prices and choosing 
things that were the most cost efficient 
— all with Lisa’s help. 

1 had to rearrange my coupon book a 
few times during the shopping trip as I 
discovered what systems worked best for 
me to organize the coupons 1 had, 
coupons 1 wanted to use, and coupons 1 
actually was going to use. 

After two hours in the store, complete 
with a free gift after listening to an in¬ 
store promotion about knives, 1 ap¬ 
proached the register with a full cart and 
a reusable tote (my trip to Aldi inspired 
me to try and live a little more “green” so 
1 brought a bag with me). 1 had picked up 
basics such as ground meats, chicken 
and yogurt, in addition to a few steaks, 
pork chops and shrimp. After scanning 
all 33 items, 1 rang up at $107.48. Then I 
handed over my coupons. As 1 waited for 
the new total, images of extreme coupon¬ 
ing flashed through in my mind. In the 
end, 1 saved $11.20. Not as much as I’d 
hoped, as Lisa reminded me, but it was a 
start.

Lisa gave me a list of blogs that can help peo¬ 
ple as they shop. These three provide an ex¬ 
cellent source of information for beginners 
and experts alike. 

■ www.faithfulprovisions.com: Great for be¬ 
ginners with sections on menu planning, 
stockpiling, coupons, navigating the store, 
budgeting and store policies. 

■ www.momsbyheart.net: In addition to gro¬ 
cery store deals and coupons, this site also 
gives you information on retail stores and 
provides tutorials on arts and crafts projects. 

■ www.moneysavingmom.com:This site is 
great for finding deals in all home and family 
categories. Specific categories include deals 
on diapers, magazines, natural and organic 
items, photos and restaurants. 

The amount of food 1 purchased should 
last me (a single woman) for the majority 
of the month. At home, 1 sectioned off 
the meats, packaging them and placing 
them in the freezer for future use and 
now that I have a menu for the month I 
plan on sticking to it, almost ensuring 
that I don’t need to go to the grocery 
store till April Fool’s Day. In addition, 
these pre-planned meals are homemade, 
eliminating the need to grab fast food 
and almost guaranteeing I’m eating 
healthier. 

It wasn’t the most cost-effective single 
trip, but as Lisa said, it was a start. The 
next time I shop I’ll have more coupons 
and more experience to help keep food in 
my beUy and money in my pocket.
